earnings wW.'.i should be credited to the 
policy "holders may be extravagant and 
wasteful; that unwise investments may 
be letjallv made, and-that trustees may 
de-il indirectly with the trust funds for 
their persona] advantage. 
That such a 


condition of affairs can exist reflects dis- 
credit on the state. 


LEGISLATION NO REMEDY. 


Legislation is no panacea, for the ills 


of the body politic that rise from a dis- 
ordered mo'ral sense. The multiplication 
of penal statutes does not dimmish the 
spirit of lawlessness, but is rather a 
svmptom of its growth. But it i» appar- 
ent that our insurance law is in some 
particulars obsolescent 
and inadequate 


and that the management of the funds 
of these great companies is not sulli- 
ciently snfeguarded. 


STATE'S DUTY NOT RESTRICTED. 
The state owes a duty to policy hold- 


ers and" beneficiaries beyond that of com- 
paring assets with liabilities and permit- 
ting the companies to justify their ex- 
istence by the exhibition of a satisfac- 
tory balance sheet and the prompt pay- 
ment of -losses. 
Investments must bo 


restricted: salaries must be limited to 
amounts bearing a closer rflation to the 
oonnnprci.il value of the services render- 
ed trustees roust be held to a stricter 
accountability and the 
policy holders 


must be ?iven a more effective share in 


•overnment of the 
companies. It 


'ell be that the harsh and arbi- 


satisfactory results, such an investiga- 
tion cannot too speedily be begun. 


RECOMMENDS INVESTIGATION. 
In order that you may be free to eon- 


aider and act on" the subject at this ses- 
sion, I therefore, pursuant to the consti- 
tution, do hereby recommend for your 
consideration the question 
of the ap- 


pointment of a joint committee of the 
senate and assembly with the usual pow- 
ers of such committees to investigate, 
after your adjournment, the operations 
of life insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in the state for the purpose of pre- 
paring and recommending to the next 
regular session of the legislature such 
proposed legislation as may be adequate 
and proper to restore public confidence 
and to compel life Insurance companies 
to conduct a' safe, honest and open bus- 
iness for the benaflt of their policy hold- 
ers.

jutor bishop.

judge believe that the matter will not 
come up at all before the regular scusion. 
Before action can be taken a request for 
a coadjutor must be made! by. Bishop 
Nicholson. 


"In making the request," said a well 


known layman yesterday, ''the 
hi=hop 


will specify just what pnrt of his duties 
he wishes to delegate to his coadjutor. 
The uncertain condition of Bishop Nich- 
olson's health makes it improbable that 
he will be ready to do this before the 
council meets. For the last week his 
health has been improving, and should 
the improvement continue no 
coadju- 


tor will be asked for. Jt is quite possi- 
ble that, if necessary, the request may 
be made later in the fall. 


"The coadjutor bishop is elected by

temperance fanatic on July 10 of three 
lola "joints" or saloons. The explosions 
followed an agitation against the sa- 
loons, in which Governor Hoch was ap- 
pealed to in an effort to secure the en- 
forcement of the state prohibition law. 
Intense excitement followed the r.ct.of 
the dynamiter, and for three days the 
city was crowded with people, who came 
from many points of the -state to view 
the wreckage caused nnd to join in H 
hunt for the dynamiter. During the 
height of the excitement MY. Funston, 
it \vas charged, hud made inflammatory 
utterances to crowds that gathered 
about him on the streets. When Patrol- 
man Cannon tried to persuade Mr. Fun- 
ston to desist a quarrel between the two 
ensued and Funston, it was alleged, at- 
tempted to draw a revolver. Kunston 
was in-rested and formal charge made 
against, him. after which he was released 
tin his own recognizance. 


GLAD DYNAMITE WAS USED. 


In the trial, which wns attended by 


hundreds of persons, one witness testi- 
fied that Mr. Fnnston had said: "I am 
glad that some one hnd nerve enough to 
do it. The only regret is that the men 
(saloon keeper?) were not there to be 
blown out of their buildings. 
If the po- 


lice 
officers had done their duty this 


would not have happened. I have no 
sorrow in my heart for the men along 
this street th.it have suffered loss, be- 
cause they have done business with thc-e 
men and have not put a stop to the sa- 
loon business." 


Patrolman Cannon testified that Mr. 


Funston had threatened his life nnd had 
cursed him. 


"That's a lie," interrupted tho defend- 


ant. 


Mr. Fnnston testified in his own de- 


fense. 
Tie admitted 
he 
hail 
cnme to 


town armed with n shotgun and hnd pur- 
chased shot on that day. He asserted 
that lie wanted the shot to protect his 
property, located some distance out from 
lola. against a threat that had been 
made -to burn it. He denied having 
made inflammatory utterances. 


The IOFS caused by the explosions wa 


estimated at $100,000 and the alleged 
dynamiter, Melvin .is still at large, al- 
though a warrant has been issued for his 
nrresl and hundreds of men have search- 
ed for him. 


FUNSTON A ("-non CITIZEN. 


Judge Adair in sentencing Mr. Fun- 


ston, said: 


"It is with groat regret that I have 


been called 0:1 to render judgment in the 
matter. While this is not a mutter of 
testimony, T wish to stale tb.it I have 
known Mr. Funston over since I have 
been in Kansas, that 1 know him lo be 
nn honornblo, upright citizen, nnd u. man 
of exemplary character and reputation. 
I heartily sympathize with his feelings 
in regard to the "joint" question. A 
man who rcgiirds his family and child- 
ren would naturally 
resent anything 


that would lend to disgrace or injure 
them. I do not wisli it understood that 
uny judgment I may render intimates 
that I do not sympathize with the senti- 
ments and feelings of those wliu believe 
in the enforcement of the prohibitory 
law. I have decided the matter, disre- 
garding the standing of the defendant, 
public sentiment, and everything except 
the law and the evidence." 


Continuing. Judge Adair said that the 


testimony showed thai the defendant 
came to town with guns nnd bought am- 
munition, that he made loud utterance* 
before 
several 
crowds that 
gathered 


about him on the si reels and that his 
language addressed to Patrolman Can- 
non was insulting. 


JJY. Funston was not in court when 


the decision wns rendered. His attorney 
immediately filed a motion of an appeal 
to the district court. There were but 
few persons in the court room at the 
time nnd there was no show of a demon- 
stration. 


Later, Mr. Funston, who hnd come in- 


to town from his country residence, said 
that he had not expected a favorable de- 
cision, and wns therefore not disappoint- 
ed.

THK PUNISHMEXT OF CHILDREN. 


Chicago Daily Journal: It seems to be 


the universal opinion of civilized nicn 
that, while each generation of children 
is much worse than the generation im- 
mediately preceding it, the world grows 
bettor all the time. That the two state- 
ments arc quite irreconcilable makes no 
difference at all. Children arc 
worse 


grown folk are better. The reason o 
course is that it is grown folk who tell 


^Va'matter of fact, we do believe that 
the world grows better with each gen- 
orntion in these days of rapid progress 
and that it is growing better fastcr^than 
it ever did before. Proof could bo found 
for it if it were necessary, but it is 
probablv enough to say that more chil- 
dren live today out of the whole num- 
ber born than ever before, that those 
who live have better and more -sensible 
food, get more schooling of the right 
sort have more attention paid to the de- 
velopment of thoir bodies, and are bettor 
off physically, intellectually, and spint- 
unllv than in nil the ages preceding. 


But has punishment anything at all 


to do with this betterment? It is alto- 
Aether likely that there is much less 
punishment, certainly le^s of 
the 
old 


fashioned strong-arm sort., than ever be- 
fore. 
As one goes back in the history 


of tho American people he finds the col- 
onial days, when children were walloped 
on little" or no provocation and general- 
ly for the reason that they wore chil- 
d'ron; tho revolutionary days, when they 
were walloped not so much but still for 
the same reason, and thencr on down to 
the living present, when they arc sel- 
dom or never walloped at all and grown 
people arc practically apologetic for not 
bein^ children themselves. 


Xo'r is this true of corporal punishment 


alone. 
Children are no more stood in 


a corner or locked in a dark closet in 
these days than they arc expected to be 
seen nnd"not heard or told ghost stories 
to make them afraid of the dark. They 
nre generally allowed an immunity from 
tho consequences of "childish deeds that 
mnkc our grandparents quiver with ap- 
prehension for thoir future. Not having 
boon walloped themselves in infancy, they 
have no desire to take it out of their 
progeny in turn. Thus the world is a 
steadily bettering world for the young 
to livc'in—and n mighty good thing it i?, 
too! 


Mo*t punishments do not punish. Lit- 


, lie girls have always been better than 


i little boys—and have always been pun- 
' ished IPS-*. The way to make your child 


bettor is to bo bettor yourself. An ounce 
of example is worth a pound of chastise- 
ment.

greatest suffering seems to be on the 
part of the babies and the horses. Phy- 
sicians report many cases of cholera in- 
fantum and other infant troubles among 
the little ones of the city and say that 
the only preventativc is proper care. 


I rules for hot weather living cannot 


e ignored by adults. 
From eminent specialists the Journal 
as procured the following rules which 
; will be well to read carefullj- and con- 
istently and apply them if necessary: 


ON CARE OF THE BABY. 


1. Bathe the baby frequently—once 
r twice a day. 
2. Dress him lightly. There is more 
anger of overdressing than underdrcss- 
g during the heated term. 
3. Keep the baby out of doors as 


niich as possible. Select a cool and 
Imdy spot and keep the baby quiet as 
•mssiblc. The parks should be sought 
vhenever possible. 


4. Give the bnby boiled water frc- 


[iiontly every day. 


5. Jinny children arc made sick by 


drinking unclean 
milk. Buy only the 


iest milk from reputable dairymen. If 
here is any doubt about the purity of 
.he milk, boil it. 


0. Make the diet as simple as possi- 


>lc. Clean milk, well diluted, is the best 
ood. Don't overfeed and, 
above all, 


don't attempt to give uncooked fruit, 


>op, 
beer or other articles unsuited to 


an infant. 


7. The greatest number of diseases 


vhich kill infants in hot weather are 
diseases of 'the bowels. When 
bnby 


shows any signs of being sick, stop fccd- 
ng at once, give only barley water and 
send for your doctor. It is no time to 
'xperimenl with domestic remedies. 


ON CARE OF ADULTS. 


The ono thing which is to bo impress- 


ed most strongly on persons who, by the 
laturc of their work, nre in danger of 
prostration is to avoid alcohol in all its 
forms. 


Nothing 
brings on prostration so 


quickly nnd nothing lessens the chance 
of recovery as alcohol does. 


In hot weather people should eat as 


lightly as possible. Do not exercise or 
o\«rwork. IF you feel you arc bccom- 
ng exhausted, stop a while and rest in 
wine shady place. Keep as quiet as pos- 
sible, don't worry or fret, keep out of 
tho sun as much a? possible and, above 
ill, keep away from saloons. 


If a person is prostrated, those near 


him should get him into a sliady place 
right away. If the place i* cool, all the 
setter. Get ice and pack it around the 
iiead. If ice can not be had. get cold 
•ater, which should bo poured over the 
head. 


If sn ambulance can not be called, the 


victim of heat should be rubbed nil over 
with ice. If possible, put him into a tub 
of ice water. 


The horses have been suffering a great 


deal during the heated spell: several of 
thorn have died while others have drop- 
ped on the streets nnd have only been 
saved by prompt care on the part of ex- 
perienced veterinarians. 


OX CAKE OF HORSES. 


The care of horses ot hard labor dnr- 


„,"• the boated period is a problem of 
paramount importance -to the horse own- 
ir. 


First, watch the food, that it is not 


too heating, as corn. Give bran mashes 
often, with the addition of a handful of 
Glauber's salts. These have, a tendency 
to cool the blood. Allow plenty of cloan 
:n!d water, as an animal perspiring pro- 
fnsely needs more water to keep up the 
required amount of fluids in the body. 


Never allow the animal to drink too 


much at a. time whon heated, but give a 
half to a pailful, repeated nt intervals. 


Drive as slowly as is consistent with 


your work. Allow short breathing spells 
at frequent intervals'. Water often, but 
do not allow your horse to gorge him- 
self. 


Whon you sec your horse lag in his 


work, .blowing severely 
snil 
showin.s 


signs of weakness, got in the first sha.ly 
phice, remove collar and girth, bathe the 
top of hor.il with ice water, give a little 
water to drink and do not start again 
until breathing becomes normal.

WASHINGTON, .Inly IS.—The weekly 


bulletin of the weather bureau summar- 
izes crop conditions as follows: 


Favorable temperatures prevailed dur- 


ing the week ending July 17 throughout 
t.he country. The intense heat on the 
Pacific coast during the latter part of the 
previous week was followed by decided- 
ly lower temperature. Heavy rains in- 
terfered with work in the Ohio valley 
and over a large part of the south At- 
lantic and east gulf states, but a very 
general absence of rain in the west gulf 
districts, with only light- showers over 
much of the Missouri and Mississippi val- 
leys, afforded favorable opportunity for 
much needed cultivation. Rains would 
be of great benefit in the southern pla- 
teau region. 


Corn 
has made 
splendid progress 


throughout nearly the whole of the corn 
belt, and it is decidedly improved in the 
states of the Missouri villey, where its 
previous progn'-s hus been retarded by 
cool weather. While the general outlook j 
for this erop is very promising it has sus- 
tained some injury on low land in Mis- 
souri and in portions of the south Atlan- 
tic and east gulf states, and is not in a 
eood state of cultivation in portions of 
tiie Ohio valley. 


Further reports of injury to harvested 


winter wheat mv received from the cen- 
tral Mississippi ami Ohio valleys, 
the 


middle Atlantic states. Texas and Okla- 
homa and Indian Territories, but no com- 
plaints of the 
character are 
received 


from Keuso- and Nebraska, both qual- 
ity and yield in the last named state be- 
ing belter than was expected. 
Harvest- 


ing was not finished in the more norther- 
^•"districts, but, is well advanced. 
' Spring wheat has experienced a week 
of favorable weather and continues in 
promising condition. While rust is -Hill 
prevalent in the Dakotas and to some ex- 
tent in Minnesota, it is not increr.sing in 
the tirst named .-.tales, and there is very 
little in Minnesota. Spring wheat is fill- 
ing nicely 
on the north Pacific coast, 


where 
the hot winds of the previous 


week caused but slight injury. Kust is 
increasing in Washington. 


Much hav has been damaged in central 


Mississippi'and Ohio valleys and middle 
Atlantic stales, bill in Nc\v England and 
the Missouri and Upper Mississippi val- 
leys haying has progressed under favor- 
able conditions.

WOUNDED BY A BOMB 


Blown off His Feet by Force of Exylc- 


siou-Zanistvro Congress Raided 


by Police and frames 


Taken. 


ST. PETEESBUKG, July 20.—Reports 


of an attempt to shoot Constine Petro- 
vitch Pobeidonostseff, chief 
procurator 


from the holy synod at the Tsarskoe 
Solo 
s-tation in St. Petersburg aa re- 


counted by the Associated Press laat 
night, have been confirmed. 


In spite of his greatly advanced age 


and illness, M. PobiedouostscfTs nerves 
were unshaken by the attempt on his 
life. He drove to the holy synod and 
presided at a meeting, telling none of 
his colleagues of the occurrence until af- 
ter tho session closed. The procurator 
then drove book to the station alone 


and, 
unguarded, returned to Tsarskoe 


Solo. 


As 51. PobiedonostsefT stepped from 


one of the eoaches on the train from 
Tsarskoe Selo, where he is resting dur- 
ing the summer, to the platform a man 
about 28 years of age rushed up with a 
revolver in his hand, but he was seized 
by a passenger before he could shoot and 
was turned over to the police. 


PobiedonostseiT is chief procurator of 


the holy synod and leader of the reac- 
tionary party in .Russia. He probably is 
more cordially hated by the liberals than 
any other man in the empire. The pro- 
curator has opposed persistently all re- 
form movements, and is one of the most 
outspoken and consistent advocates of 
nrbitrary rule in all Russia. 


Tn view of liis policy the attempt on 


his life causes no surprise. 


BLOWN OFF HIS FEET. 


HELSIXGKORS, Finland, July 20.— 


Late this afternoon, two hours 
after 


Knrl Leonard Hohcntha! had been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life at hard 
labor for the assassination of Procurator 
General Poisalon Soininen, on Feb. 0 
last, an attempt was made to assassin- 
ate Vice Governor Deutrch, as he was 
leaving the senate. 


The vice governor had walked across 


the square when suddenly, as he neared 
the police master's oflice, a. man on the 
curb threw a bomb from a distance of 
fifty paces. The bomb fell short, but 
the vice governor was blown off his feet 
by the terrific force of the explosion, 
which shattered the windows in 
the 


neighborhood for a distance of hundreds 
of feet. 


Vice Governor "Deutrch was hastily as- 


sisted to the police station. He was 
burned and otherwise injured about the 
legs and bled profusely, but his wounds 
are declared not to be fatal. The bomb 
thrower was pursued by naval cadets 
but escaped. 


55EMSTVO CONGRESS RAIDED. 


MOSCOW, July 20.—The pnn-Russian 


zcmstvo congress, which opened yester- 
day afternoon, was attended by 225 del- 
egates. Count Heyden, leader of 
the 


deputation, representing the congress re- 
cently received by the emperor, presided. 


M. Golovine, president of the organiz- 


ing committee, had barely started 
a 


statement dealing with 
the 
obstacles 


placed in the way of the congress, an- 
nouncing that Gov. Gen. Kozloft had 
promised that there would be no re- 
course to extreme measures, when the 
chief of police with numerous commis- 
saries and officials entered the room. The 
chief announced that the prefect had 
prohibited thp meeting of the congress 
and ordered the seizure of 
the docu 


raents. Count Hoyden protested ngninst 
the proceedings, but the chief of police 
began taking the names at the delegates. 
Then cries were raised of "Write down 
.the whole of Russia." Many persons 
present who were not delegates to the 
congress requested that their nnms also 
be taken. The police thon departed in 
order to draw up summonses and the 
signing was resumed. 


MEETS WITH APPROVAL. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 20.—The in- 


terview of the Associated Press with M 
Witte on Monday lust was telegraphed 
back to St. Petersburg from New York 
and was printed throughout the empire 
this morning, receiving high eommenda 
tion from the press with the exception 
of the extremely reactionary SviL-t am 
the Moscow Gazette. The Bourse Ga- 
*ettc declares the bulk of the Russian 
people share M. Witte'* views, which 


no'.v, when the attention of the world is 
fixed on the peace conference are of his- 
torical importance. The paper adds: 


"Russia's chief plenipotentiary does 


not attempt to conceal from foreign 
countries the internal situation in Rus- 
sia. Strong men do not fear the truth. 
Falsehoods are the instruments of the 
weak. M. Witte leaves under good aus- 
pices, but he makes it clear that on the 
moderation of the Japanese demands de- 
pends the fate of the conference." 


Th Novoe Vremya. heartily endorses 


M. Witte's statement that Russia does 
not covet pence at any price, and that 
both parties in Russia would unite to re- 
sist terms which might threaten the fu- 
ture of the country. "M. Witte's ex- 
treme!}' impartial and temporate re- 
marks on the internal conditions and the 
future should prove instructive abroad, 
the paper adds, "and should benefit those 
Russians who doubt the future destinies 
of the country." 


NOW IN STRONG HANDS. 


The, 
Slovo rejoices at the fact after 


the weakness and vacillation which have 
marked the latter stages of Russian his- 
tory, the peace negotiations have fallen 
into strong hands and while the paper 
admits that M. Witte will have no op- 
portunity 
to retrieve the blunders of 


others, yefc the Slovo hopes he may be 
successful in his mission. 


The Sviet, whose voice is still for war 


to the Inst ditch, sarcastically likens the 
departure to the pilgrimages of the Rus- 
sian princes who traveled 
to the far 


steppes to make abeisance to the chiefs 
of the golden horde. The Sviet concludes 
that peace is incompatible with the dig- 
nity of the country, which is not yet de- 
filed.

one deaths were reported. All these fa- 
talities occurred after the cool weather 
had exerted its saving influuces for at 
least twelve hours, and only a few of 
them were among hospital patients or 
persons already showing serious signs of 
illness. Several victims expired on the 
streets this morning after starting for 
work in apparent health. There were 
many prostrations also. Not only was 
the temperature today from 5 to 10 de- 
grees lower than yesterday, but the hu- 
midity was even more reduced, making 
the 
day gratefully 
cool. The 
official 


temperature was 78 and the humidity 
30. 


NEW YORK, July 20.—The wave of 


intense heat which held the city in its 
grasp for more than a week, causing 
nearly two hundred deaths, several times 
that number of serious prostrations and 
untold sufferings to millions, haa been 
thoroughly broken. 
The 
relief which 


came yesterday afternoon .when.a violent 
storm of wind and rain swept the city for 
scarcely more than, five minutes, became 
permanent. 
Although the temperature 


ran rapidly up again after the shower 
a. cooling breeze which followed sent the 
mercury slowly down once more, a com- 
paratively comfortable night 
followed, 


and today the temperature was 
very 


near the normal. 


The lowest point reached during the 


night was 73. Today when the tempera 
ture began to rise on an average of three 
degrees an hour until SI had been reach- 
ed the winds continued, and with the sky 
partly overcast there was no indication 
of a renewal of the intolerable conditions 
of the past week or more. Two deaths 
from heat and several prostrations were 
reported early today, but in nearly every 
case they are thought to have been due 
to exhaustion. 


With 150. bodies in the cold storage 


room at the city morgue, the refrigerat- 
ing system was found to be out of order 
yesterday, and it was necessary to resort 
to the use of tons of ice, in which the 
bodies were packed, and fifty bodies were 
hurriedly shipped to the potter's field. 


DRINK SMALL LAKE OF MILK. 
Milk amount to the immense total oi 


1,500,000 quarts was consumed Wednes- 
day in this city to quench the thirst 
caused by the great heat wave. In order 
to procure the unusually large quota 
dealers were compelled to advance their 
buying price one quarter of a cent 
quart. That makes one-half cent to the 
farmers in the last three weeks. Thui 


far, 
consumers have not been affected by 


the raise, the average retail price being 
seven cents a quart. Much damage is re- 
ported by truck formers in New Jersey 
owing to the recent heat and lack o: 
moisture. Peaches nrc dropping from 
the trees and other fruits are being af- 
fected. In some sections the wells have 
given out and water procured for live 
stock with great difficulty.

PEACE ENVOY ARRIVES 


Baron J.Komura, one of Japan's 


Plenipotentiaries is Now 


at Seattle, 


SEATTLE, Wash., July 20.—Baron J. 


Kornura, foreign minister of Japan and 
one of the two Japanese peace commis- 
sioners, is struggling with a mass of di- 
plomatic correspondence at the residence 
of S. Hisamidzu, Japanese consul at Seat- 
Je. Baron Komura worked until 5 o'clock 
this morning with cable messages and let- 
ters which reached him when the steam- 
ship Minnesota arrived at Port Town- 
send. 


Consul Hisamidzu, who was carried 


out to meet the Hill liner by the reven- 
ue cutter .Arearta took with him only a 
part of the correspondence that has been 
awaiting the peace envoy. Komura and 
his party Will work until 7:30 p. m. on 
the cipher dispatches and will carry with 
them a mass of unfinished business to be 
taken up again on the Great Northern 
en route east. The private car of J. J. 
Hill, in which the party will proceed 
east, will be the ambassador's working 
office. 


Baron Komura. was welcomed at Seat- 


tle when the Minnesota reached port 
just before noon by more than 1,000 Jap- 
anese. On a tug in the harbor a small 
crowd of Japanese exploded 
day 
fire- 


works in honor of the party and a band 
played Japanese and American airs as a 
musical welcome. Mayor Knllinger on 
behalf of the, city, welcomed the diplo- 
mat at the gangway and a special train 
brought him to the city. 


A fixed policy has been agreed upon 


by the members of the delegation re- 
garding interviews. Baron Komura has 
determined not to give out any inter- 
views in America, relative to peace ne- 
gotiations or the war conditions.

The building committee of the new 


Racine county insane asylum have been 
notified that the state board of control 
will be here on Tuesday next to inspect 
the structure. No doubt but a 
large 


number of members of the county board 
will visit the asylum at that time as in- 
dividuals. 


In case the state board of control finds 


the building and its surroundings satis- 
factory they will file their acceptance 
with the secretary of state as provided 
by law. No patients can he assigned to 
the asylum until the state board files 
such acceptance. 


The building committee will get the 


building furnished and ready for occu- 
pancy and take care of things until, that 
time, when no doubt a special meeting 
of the board will be called and three 
trustees elected and they will attend to 
transferring patients. 


The building will be practically finish- 


ed by Saturday night, as every contrac- 
tor is making an effort to have his part 
completed by that time. 


The contractors would consider it a 


great favor if people would refrain from 
visiting the structure nnd asking to go 
through until it is completed, for the 
reason that visitors deter the work and 
in some instances mar the same, cases 
being known where varnish and paint is 
rubbed off the woodwork. 


After it is complete and the state 


board of control accept it, the public at 
large will be invited to make a thorough 
inspection. 
. 


As Attorney General Sturdevant of 


Wisconsin has announced it ns his opin- 
ion that the present board is not in ex- 
istence, and that it is the governor's 
duty to apoint five now members one of 
whom shall be a woman, which same 
shall be done immediately, the proposed 
visit of the board, whose members are 
now declared de facto officers, mny not 
be made.

ALBANY, ST. Y., July 20.—Gov. Hig- 


gins this afternoon sent to the legisla- 
ture a message recommending for its 
consideration the appointment of a joint- 
commission to investigate the business oi 
life insurance as caried on in this state. 


In calling the attention of the legisla- 


ture to the insurance matter, the gov- 
ernor says: 


The 'unfortunate 
scandals recently 


made public by the internal dissensions 
in the Equitable Life Assurance society 
and by the comprehensive investigation 
of its affairs by the superintendent of in- 
surance, have not without just cause 
aroused a feeling of intense alarm in 
the breasts of the thousands of our cit- 
izens who have invested their money in 
policies of life insurance and of the thou- 
sands of non-residents who have been 
taught to respect the New York com- 
panies as safe and secure. While the 
business of life insurance as at present 
conducted, is subject to state supervis- 
ion and regulation, for the purpose of 
guaranteeing solvency and 
the fulfill- 


ment of contracts on the part of the 
companies; it is evident that evils and 
abuses may exist under our law; that 
earnings wmVa should be credited to the 
policy holders may be extravagant and 
wasteful; that unwise investments may 
be legally made- and -that trustees may 
deal indirectly with the trust funds for 
their personal advantage. That such a 
condition of affairs can exist reflects dis- 
credit on the state. 


LEGISLATION NO REMEDY. 


Legislation is no panacea for the ills 


of the body politic that rise from a dis- 
ordered moral sense. The multiplication 
of penal statutes docs not diminish tho 
spirit of lawlessness, but is rather a 
symptom of its growth. But it is appar- 
ent that our insurance law is in some 
particulars obsolescent and inadequate 
and that the management of the funds 
of these great companies is not suffi- 
ciently safeguarded. 


STATE'S DUTY NOT RESTRICTED. 
The state owes a duty to policy hold- 


ers and beneficiaries beyond that of com- 
paring assets with liabilities and permit- 
ting the companies to justify their ex- 
istence by the exhibition of a satisfac- 
tory balance sheet and the prompt pay- 
ment of -losses. 
Investments must be 


restricted; salaries must be limited to 
amounts bearing a closer relation to the 
commercial value of the services render- 
ed, trustees must be held to a stricter 
accountability and the policy holders 
must be given a more effective share in 
the government of the companies. It 
may well be that the harsh and arbi- 
trary remedy of dissolution and receiver- 
ship should be made not only a penalty 
for insolvency, but 
also a 
summary- 


check on a salvent company when it be 
comes irredeemably the 
plaything of 


lawless greed. The state cannot permit 
the subjects of its supervision to exist 
as licensed prodigals of other people's 
money without becoming nn accomplice 
to the offense. 


We cannot judge all 
life 
insurance 


companies by the signs of one. We 
should not destroy the edifice to rid our- 
selves of the vermin that invest it, nor 
should we kill the patient to stop the 
progress of the disease. A revision oi 
our insurance law is necessary, but it 
should be made with calmness, delibera 
tion and intelligence and after careful 
study and investigation.

In the court house today Col. John 


Hicks took the oath of 
office 
before 


Judge C. D. Cleveland as "envoy extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary of 
the United States to Chile." 


Mr. John Hicks, just appointed by 


President Eoosevelt to be United States 
minister to Chile is the editor and prin- 
cipal owner 
of the 
Oshkosh^ (Wis.) 


Northwestern. He was born at Auburn, 
N. Y., April 12, 1847, came west with his 
family as a boy, located in Wisconsin, 
was educated at Lawrence 
University, 


Appleton, Wis., began newspaper work 
at the age of twenty on the paper he 
now owns, and has spent his life -in the 
business. In 1880, President Harmon 
appointed him minister to Peru where he 
served four years. He was given the de 
grec of LLD by Lawrence University in 
1390 and In 18*94, he published a novel, 
"The Man from Oshkosh," which had con- 
siderable vogue. It appeared in Chicago 
and London and the English house issued 
two or three editions of it. He has been 
something of a traveler, having made the 
tour of Europe in 1S05 and in 1899 he 
spent several; tnonths in Egypt, Turkey, 
Italy and France. His father was killed 
in the union army and the son secured 
an education by his own efforts. His 
newspaper is considered the strongest in 
the state outside of Milwaukee. 
While 


in Peru, he was quite successful in main- 
taining amicable relations between the 
two countries and his departure for home 
in June 1893, when he was relieved by 
Cleveland's appointee, James A. McKen- 
zie of Kentucky, President Morales ten- 
dered him a complimentary banuet, the 
first time such o thing has been done for 
any minister within the memory of those 
Peruvians present. He was also entrust- 
ed by the Peruvians with a confidential 
mission of considerable importance, but 
owing to the change in administration in 
March 1893, it fell through. The new 
minister is a widower with one son, a 
young man of twenty-one, Mrs.

IOLA, Kan., July 19.—E. H. Funston, 


former congressman from this district, 
and father of General Frederick Funston, 
was today in the police court found 
guilty of disturbing the peace and with 
having carried 
concealed weapons. He 


was fined $5 on each charge and the 
costs, of the suits were charged against 
him, making a total of $31.15.' 


The charges against Mr. Funston grew 


out of the wrecking by dynamite by a 
temperance fanatic on July 10 of three 
lola "joints" or saloons. The explosions 
followed an agitation against the sa- 
loons, in which Governor Hoch' was ap- 
pealed to in an effort to secure the en- 
forcement of the state prohibition law. 
Intense excitement followed the act.of 
the dynamiter, and for three days the 
city was crowded with people, who came 
from many points of the state to view 
the wreckage caused and to join in a 
hunt for the dynamiter. During the 
height of the excitement Mr. Funston, 
it was charged, had made inflammatory 
utterances 
to crowds that gathered 


about him on the streets. When Patrol- 
man Cannon tried to persuade Mr. Fun- 
ston to desist a quarrel between the two 
ensued and Funston, it was alleged, at- 
tempted to draw a revolver. Funston 
was arrested and formal charge made 
against him, after which he was released 
on his own recognizauce. 


GLAD DYNAMITE WAS USED. 
In the trial, which was attended by 


hundreds of persons, one witness testi- 
fied that Mr. Funston had said: "t am 
glad that some one had nerve enough to 
do it. The only regret is that the men 
(saloon keepers) were not there to be 
blown out of their buildings. 
If the po- 


lice 
officers had done their duty 
this 


would not have happened. I have no 
sorrow in my heart for the men along 
this street that have suffered loss, be- 
cause they have done business with these 
men and have not put a stop to the sa- 
loon business." 


Patrolman Cannon testified that Mr. 


Funston had threatened his life and had 
cursed him, 


"That's a lie," interrupted the defend- 


ant. 


Mr. Funston testified in his own de- 


fense. 
Tic admitted 
he had 
come to 


town armed with n shotgun and lind pur- 
chased shot on that day. He asserted 
that he wanted the shot to protect his 
property, located some distance out from 
loin, against a threat that had been 
made to burn it. He denied having 
made inflammatory utterances. 


The, loss caused by the explosions was 


estimated at $100,000 nnd the alleged 
dynamiter, Melvin ,is still at large, al- 
though a warrant has been issued for his 
arrest and hundreds of men have search- 
ed for him, 


FUNSTON A GOOD CITIZEN. 


Judge Adnir in sentencing Mr. Fun- 


ston, said: 


"It is with great regret that I have 


been called on to render judgment in the 
matter. While this is not a matter of 
testimony, 'I wish to state that J. have 
known Mr. Fnnston ever since I have 
been in Kansas, that I know him to bo 
an honorable, upright citizen, and a man 
of exemplary character and reputation. 
I heartily sympathize with his feelings 
in regard to the "joint" question. A 
man who regards his funiily and child- 
ren would naturally resent 
anything 


that would tend to disgrace or injure 
them. I do not wish it understood that 
any judgment I may render intimates 
Unit I do not sympathize with the senti- 
ments and feelings of those wlio believe 
in the enforcement of the prohibitory 
law. 
I have decided the matter, disre- 


garding the standing of the defendant, 
public sentiment, and everything except 
the law nnd the evidence." 


Continuing, Judge Adnir said that the 


testimony showed that the defendant 
came to town with guns and bought am- 
munition, that he made loud utterances 
before 
several crowds that 
gathered 


about him on the streets and that his 
language addressed to Patrolman Cnn- 
non was insulting. 


Mr. Funston was not in court when 


the decision was rendered. His attorney 
immediately filed a motion of an appeal 
to the district court. There were but 
few persons in the court room at the 
time and there was no show of n demon- 
stration. 


Later, Mr. Funston, who hnd come in- 


to town from his country residence, said 
that he had not expected a favorable de- 
cision, and was therefore not disappoint- 
ed. 


OTIS W. JOHNSON A THUSTEE

dom or never walloped at all and grown 
people aro practically npologetic for no 
being children themselves. 


Xor is this true of corporal punislimen- 


alone. 
Children are no more stood in 


n corner or locked in a dark closet in 
these days than they are expected to be 
seen and not heard or told ghost stories 
to make them afraid of the dark. The} 
are generally allowed an immunity iron: 
the consequences of childish deeds that 
make our grandparents quiver with ap 
prehension for their future. Not having 
been walloped themselves in infancy, they 
have no desire to take it out of their 
progeny in turn.

While the entire population of Racine 


has suffered greatly from the intense 
heat of the past few days and there has 
fortunately been but one fatality, the 
greatest suffering seems to be on the 
part of the babies and the horses. Phy- 
sicians report many cases of cholera in- 
fantum and other infant troubles among 
the little ones of the city and say that 
the only preventative is proper care. 
And rules for hot weather living cannot 
be ignored by adults. 


From eminent specialists the Journal 


has procured the following n;.les which 
it will be well to read carefully and con- 
sistently nnd apply them if necessary: 


ON CARE OF THE BABY. 


1. Bathe the baby frequently—once 


or twice a day. 


2. Dress him lightly. Tiiere is more 


danger of overdressing than underdrcss- 
ing during the heated term. 


.'!. 
Keep the baby out of doors as 


much as possible. Select a cool and 
shady spot and keep the baby quiet as 
possible. The parks should be sought I 
whenever possible. 


4. Give the baby boiled water fre- 


quently every day. 


5. Many children are made sick by 


drinking unclean milk. Buy only the 
best milk from reputable dairymen. If 
there is any doubt about the purity of 
the milk, boil it. 


6. Make the diet as simple as possi- 


ble. 
Clean milk, well diluted, is the best 


food. Don't overfeed and, 
above 
all, 


don't attempt to give uncooked fruit, 
pop, beer or other articles unsuited to 
an infant. 


7. The greatest number of diseases 


which kill infants in hot weather are 
diseases 
of 'the bowels. When baby 


shows any signs of being sick, stop feed 
ing at once, give only barley water and 
send for your doctor. It is no time to 
experiment with domestic remedies. 


ON CARE OF ADULTS. 


The one thing which is to be impress- 


ed most strongly on persons who, by the 
nature of their work, are in danger of 
prostration is to avoid alcohol in all its 
forms. 


Nothing 
brings 
on prostration so 


quickly and nothing lessens the chance 
of recovery as alcohol does. 


In hot weather people should eat as 


lightly as possible. Do not exercise or 
o^rwork. If you feel you are becom- 
ng exhausted, stop a while and rest iu 
some shady place. Keep as quiet as pos- 
sible, don't worry or fret, keep out of 


sun as much as possible and, above 


ill, keep away from saloons. 


If a person is prostrated, those near 


him should get him into a shady place 
right away. If the place is cool, all the

Ten Fatal Prostrations in Chicago 


Yesterday—Humidity Increases 


Today—Lack o! ice Causes 


Suffering. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—After thirty-one 


persons had been prostrated and ten of 
them had died during the hottest day up 
to date this summer, a breath of cool air 
relieved Chicago last night. The relief 
wns shortlived. After a row hours the 
wind veered again and the heat was in- 
tense throughout the 
early 
morning 


hours. Cooler weather is declared to be 
in store for the latter part of the week. 


The maximum temperature of yester- 


day 94 degrees equaled the record of last 
summer, which by odd coincidence was 
made on the same day, July 17. 


No relief from the hot wave was ex- 


perienced today, the temperature just 
equalling the high figures of yesterday, 
and the humidity being slightly increas- 
ed. Railroads are unable to get ice into 
Chicago fast enough to supply delivery 
companies. As a result suffering has 
been much increased, especially in the 
congested districts. 


RECORD BREAKER PROMISED. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—Today's 


hot wave promises to be a record breaker 
for this summer. At 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing the government thermometer on top 
of tho postofiice building registered 85 
•degrees, nine degrees more than »t the 
same hour yesterday. Trie suffering am- 
ong the poorer class in the tenement dis- 
trict is intense. During last night scores 
of persons. sought the roofs of 
their 


houses that they might catch a breath of 
nir and secure relief. 


The official forecaster says there is lit- 


tle hope of an immediate break in the 
hot spell. 


As tho day progressed the heat be- 


came more oppressive. One death had 
occurred and there had been about a 
Bcore of prostrations up to 1 o'clock. At 
that hour, the government thermometer 
registered 07 degrees, two degrees higher 
than yesterday's record. 
Thermomotrs 


on the streets touched us high as 105. 


NINETY AT BOSTON. 


BOSTON, July 18.—The heat which ac- 


quired new energy late yesterday contin- 
ued today with promise of Hearing tho 
record for the summer. During the night 
the mercury did not go below 70 and it 
began to rise with the dawn. By ten 
o'clock it stood nt 88 according to the 
wf-athcr bureau thermometer. Thermom- 
eters in various parts of the city, how- 
over registered above no nt the 
same 


hour. The humidity today was slightly 
below the normal and there was a light 
breeze. 


OUTDOOR WORK SUSPENDED.

FINE WEATHER FOR CORN 


Hot 
Weather Aids Its Growth—Sprintr 


Wheat Also Helped. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—The,weekly 


bulletin of the weather bureau, summar- 
izes crop conditions as follows: 


Favorable temperatures prevailed dur- 


ing the week ending July 17 throughout 
the country. T.Ue intense heat, on the 
Pacific coast during the latter part of the 
previous week was followed by decided- 
ly lower temperature. Heavy rains in- 
terfered with work in the .Ohio valley 
and over a large part of the south At- 
lantic and east gulf states, but a. very 
general absence of rain in the west gulf 
districts, with only light showers over 
much of the Missouri and Mississippi val- 
leys, afforded favorable opportunity for 
much needed cultivation. Rains would 
be of great benefit in the southern pla- 
teau region. 


Corn has made 
splendid progress 


throughout nearly the whole of the corn 
belt, and it is decidedly improved in the 
states of the Missouri viliey, where its 
previous progress has been retarded by 
eool weather. While the general outlook 
for this crop is very promising it has sus- 
tained some injury on low land in Mis- 
souri and in portions of the south Atlan- 
tic and east gulf states, and is not in a 
good stote of cultivation in portions of 
the Ohio valley. 


Further reports of injury to harvested 


winter wheat arc received from the cen- 
tral Mississippi and Ohio valleys, 
the 


middle Atlantic states, Texas and Okla- 
homa and Indian Territories, but no com- 
plaints of the character are received 
from Kansas and Nebraska, both qual- 
ity and yield in the last named state be- 
ing better than was expected. Harvest- 
ing was not finished in the more norther- 
ly districts, but is well advanced. 


Spring wheat has experienced a week 


of favorable weather and continues in 
promising condition. While nist is still 
prevalent in the Dakotas and to some ex- 
tent in Minnesota, it is not increasing in 
the first named states, and there is very 
little in Minnesota. Spring wheat is fill- 
ing nicely on the north Pacific const, 
where 
the hot winds of the 
previous 


week caused but slight injury. Rust is 
increasing in Washington. 


Much hay has been damaged in central 


Mississippi and Ohio valleys and middle 
Atlantic states, but in New England and 
the Missouri and Upper Mississippi val- 
leys haying has progressed under favor- 
able conditions. 


Nearly all reports indicate an inferior 


apple crop.

RECOGNITION IS SOUGHT 


Norwegian 
Government Will 


Soon Make Such Request 


Upon United States. 


CHICAGO, July IS—The Daily News 


says: That the independent Norwegian 
government is prepared to ask official 
recognition from the United States and 
that special envoys have been in this 
country for some time looking over the 
ground as private citizens prior to the 
assumption of the 
diplomatic powers 


with which they have been invested, de- 
veloped today with the return from New 
York of F. Hermann Gade, mayor 
of 


Lake Forest, 111. Mayor Gade is an ac- 
tive worker for an international status 
for Norwa}'. He has been in New York 
wor the last ten days in conference with 
J. Irgens, a special Norwegian envoy who 
a few years ago was secretary of the 
Norwegian-Swedish 
commission 
that 


treated and dealt with the consular ques- 
tion. The conference included Christian 
Hauge, who, up to the time .of his resig- 
nation a' mouth ago, was the charge d' 
affaires and secretary of the Norwegian- 
Swedish legation at Washington. .After 
consultation with such eminent interna- 
tional authorities as Prof. Moore of Co- 
lumbia university and John W. Foster 
an informal document wns drawn Tip for 
presentation to the state department to 
serve as a "feeler" for the official docu- 
ment which may be expected to follow. 


The communication which has been 


prepared and is to be presented in the 
name of Mr. Hague as a private citizen 
asks some important questions of the 
state department as" follows: 


"Will the United States government of- 


ficially receive diplomatic envoys and rec- 
ognize consuls appointed by the Norweg- 
ian government? 


"Will the United States government be 


inclined to permit its consular officials in 
different countries to take charge of the 
interests of Norwegian citizens there 
that may require attention until 
such 


consuls 'can be appointed and sent to such 
countries by the Norwegian government? 


In connection with these questions the 


following statements «rc made 
among 


others: 


"The. recent events in Norway have in 


no wise created any new state or sover- 
eignty, or has there been any splitting up 
of or separating from any sovereignty. 


"The king's household, including all the 


officials therefore, have been separate 
and distinct in each country. Still more 
significant, perhaps, is the fact that the 
tariff systems of the two countries have 
been entirely different—one being prac- 
tically free trade and the other protec- 
tion: that there has been no t.irifT reci- 
procity between the two countries; and 
even that goods from one country wcro 
subject to full tariff duty in entering the 
other. 


'Recognition will be asked from the | 


United States first, explained 
Mayor ' 


Gade today," because of the stand which 
this nation has already taken in inter- 
national questions of this kind and nlso 
because of the present prestige of the 
United States in international diploma- 
tic circles. 


'We were fissured by the authorities

HOOKER IN OWN BEHALF 


Defends Himself Against Charg- 


es Growing out ot Postal 


Investigation. 


CHIEF OF BUREAU QUITS 


Statistician Bjde of Department 


ot Agriculture Resigns— 


Gives Reasons. 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 
18.—Justice 


Warren B. Hooker today was voluntary 
witness at his trial before the joint leg- 
slature on charges growing out of the j 
postal-investigation. 
John B. Stanch- 


icld, senior counsel of the justice, ques- 
tioned the.defendant, the replies cover- 
nc Justice Hooker's career up to and 
including his service m congress which 
ceased in 18DS. The counsel then took 
up the question of 
postoffice 
appoint- 


nents. Justice Hooker said that it was 
:he custom in many districts for the re- 
tiring congressman to have the postof- 
fice patronage. He spoke feelingly of the 
vast number of rcqm-ats that come to a 
congressman. Many of his constituents, 
said he, regarded him as an errand boy 
Between them and the departments. In 
;he charges against Justice Hooker it is 
alleged that Frank P. Rail of Dunqueque 
vas given a position in the Fredonia post- 
office at the solicitation of Hooker; that 
le never performed any service, and that 
'tis salary wns applied 
to liquidating 


notes given by Ball and endorsed by Jus- 
tice Hooker's wife. 


The witness assorted that neither he 


nor his ,vife loaned n. dollar directly to 
Ball. 
Mrs. Hooker went on his notes 


only as an accommodation endorser. The 
position in the postoffice did not come to 
Rail, Justice Hooker said, 
until 
two 


vears after the notes were made. Ball, 
according to the witness, cnme to him 
and asked his aid in getting a federal 
position. Justice 
(then 
congressman) 


Hooker saw First Assistant Postmaster 
General Perry Heath in regard 
to ap- 


pointing Ball to a place in the Fredonia 
postoffiee and subsequently 
wroto 
to 


George W. Beavers chier cf the division 
of salaries and allowances, the' letter 
which the prosecution has introduced as 
important evidence. 


NO ARRANGEMENT MADE. 


The fact that Ball was not doing any 


work in the Fredonia postofTice, the wit- 
ness avoided, was never brought to his 
notice, nor did he ever have any con- 
versation with Ball or arrangement by 
which he wns to do no work in his posi- 
:ion and apply the salary to payment of 
notes. 


Speaking of Beavers, Justice Hooker 


said: 


"I never heard his honesty or inte- 


grity questioned, and he wns spoken of 
highly by members of congress." 


Of his nephew, Maurice Hooker, he snid 


he never knew that young Hooker was 
"farming out" his position ns laborer in 
the Fredonia postoffice and not actually 
doing the work. He had told the Fredo- 
nia postmaster that he was looking for a 
job for his nephew and the postmaster 
hnd suggested this plan and subsequently 
secured Maurice Hooker's appointment. 


"I never paid a dollar" said the wit- 


ness, "of the money which I'ostmaster 
Taylor of Fredonia restored to the gov- 
ernment for Ball's ond Hooker's salar- 
ies."

During the last four years, or since I suc- 
ceeded in making the crop reports of tho 
departments reasonably accurate and 
correspondingly valuable to the agricul- 
tural and commercial interest-' of the 
country my administration of the ofiice 
I have the honor to hold, has been con- 
stantly under fire from one ?ide of the 
market or the other. Five times it has 
been investigated and on every occasion 
I have been vindicated. In January. 
1!)03, I was awarded $2,500 damage? in "a 
libel suit against a prominent firm of cot- 
ton 
brokers by a jury of their own 


iriends and fellow citizens. These 
re- 


sults have been very gratifying to me. 
but I have the highest medical authority 
for the statement that the continued 
fight on nie hns considerably shortened 
my life. At the present time it is an ac- 
cepted fact that a powerful organization 
is bent on bringing about my retirement, 
by one means or another. Now I do not 
thing the position I hold is worth the 
fight necessary to its retention, and the 
organization in question is welcome to 
whatever satisfaction it can derive from 
my withdrawal from the unequal strug- 
gle. If any of my friends, think that I 
ought not to retire under fire, I would 
have them remember that there is never 
a time when I am not under fire. I have 
the honor, therefore, to tender you here- 
with my resignation of my appointment 
as statistician and chief of the bureau of 
statistics of this department.

me. and of the many tokens of confidence

SNOBBERY IN COLLEGES. 


Chicago Tribune: Dean Wright's de- 


claration that the worst evil in Yale colJ 
lege is the extravagance and ostentaUoa 
of some of the rich students confirms *. 
suspicion which has steadily grown of 
late years and which extends to Harvard 
as well as to Yale. Dean Wright, being 
an officer of Yale, can hardly be charged 
with hostility to that institution, and 
his assertion will have corresponding 
weight. 


There has been no concealment of the 


fact that the social advantages of the 
two great eastern universities have of 
late years been quite as attractive aa 
their educational facilities. It is no se- 
cret thai parents of very moderate 
moans have sent their sons to one or the 
other ef the institutions named because 
they would there make the acquaintance 
of rich and inlluential young men whose 
friendship would be useful to them in 
business lite. 


Nor i* there anything necessarily dis- 


creditable in such a proceeding. The 
making of friends is a part of the capital 
of a business or professional man and 
friends made in early manhood are like- 
ly to be the strongest and most reliable 
of all friends. Other things being equal, 
the choice of a college might very 'well 
be influenced by its so-called social ad- 
vantages. 


The trouble is, as Dean Wright has 


pointed out, that this social phase of un- 
iversity life degenerates into snobbery 
when it is encouraged, as it has been at 
some colleges, by making it paramount , 
to the educational function of the insti- 
tutions. Instead of being a mere inci- 
dent the social element has become the 
principal inducement to a certain propor- 
tion of students. Such a tendency, if 
not checked, will, of course, result in dis- 
crediting the college which permits it. 


The universities at Ann Arbor, at Chi- 


cago, at Madison, at Berkeley, Cal., and 
the 
numerous 
smaller but equally 


worthy colleges throughout the country 
afford every proper inducement to the 
young man who wishes an education. At 
any of them will find congenial asso- 
ciates, who wiH measure him not by the 
depth of his purse by by his valuable 
qualities. He will find some snobs every- 
where, but by picking his college he .can; 
reduce them to a minimum during his 
student life. 


Yale and Harvard are great and ad- 


mirable universities, but they do not 
monopolize the country's learning jwe 
the worth of young American manhood.

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PUBLIC MANAGEMMNT OF I'TIM- 


In all this studying up of conditions of 


municipal ownership as connected with 
the management of public utilities, the 
question of debt ought to be considered. 
It is easier for a city to get badly tan- 
gled vip in debts arising from operation 
of the utilities and of their extension 
than even for a private corporation, and 
admitting that many of our public ser- 
vice corporations have only themselves to 
blame for the admitted increasing spirit 
favoring this public 
management, yet 


some stringent guard should be. placed 
that will prevent the. mistakes mnde in 
foreign municipalities. 


A correspondent of a Chicago 
paper 


some time since in treating of 
public 


ownership that is of public management 
of what it previously owned, dwelt par- 
ticularly upon two features, one 
being 


the dreaded influence which has material- 
ized of public employes upon the elec- 
tions and which has been brought before 
the attention of parliament; the other 
being the great increase of public indebt- 
edness through this cause. If the t'ebt is 
made n burden the others who have pine- 
ed the debt begin to lose their tax payers 
who do not wish their property confiscat- 
ed. The debt remains an ever increasing 
burden upon those who remain. This 
correspondent calls attention to this fea- 
ture and asks if this is possible, in Eng 
land where politics in local matters is 
practically unknown under the political 
conditions in 'his country, what may not 
be made possible. Under a condition of 
public management, an army of officials 
and employes is sure to result unless 
carefully guarded against. 


This writer says not all these enter- 


prises are profitable, but that book pro- 
fits can be readily shown, one trouble be- 
ing that the authorities do not consider 
the necessity of putting aside sums to 
make good depreciation in the 
plants, 


und therefore the profits assorted as pro- 
fits are not necessarily real profits. Even 
the moderate allowance of but Zyz per 
cent for depreciation was 
disregarded, 


the authorities of municipalities repre- 
senting a capital expenditure of $01.551,- 
100, setting aside but a luilf per cent as 
For depreciation and a reserve fund. 


So that in considering municipal own- 


srship it is well to regard all the points 
ivhich enter into the subject. It is true 
ihc course of many of our public corpor- 
ations is forcing this subject upon the at- 
tention of the people, and in an3- local- 
ity where the situation is such, that al- 
nost any course is regarded as an im- 
provement, the municipal ownership is 
mrroundcd by tho most 
efficient 
safe 


ruards that can be devised. It is there- 
fore nothing but the wisest of courses for 
American municipalities contemplating 
laking the management of their own util- 
ities whieh they have so botched in let- 
iing pass out of their hands by fran- 
iliisos which failed to protect the pub- 
lic rights in their own hands, to consider 
Ml the points involved. 


One of the points as referred to above 


is that of the enlargement of municipal 
debts in England and which had such 
been guarded against at the outset might 
have been kept in respectable limits. On 
this point this correspondent says: 


"Even those who favor the exploita- 


tion of public utilities are becoming star- 
tled at the rapid increase in the debts be- 
ing rnado by the local authorities. In 
many coses the city fathers, especially of 
the smaller towns, have borrowed money 
with the utmost recklessness, and al- 
though parliament nominally supervises 
the grant of nil borrowing powers, it is 
impossible to look into the financial con- 
dition of each individual enterprise pro- 
moted by the municipality. 


"For instance, it is startling to find 


that the total local indebtedness of the 
united kingdom on the last day of March 
1002, amounted to the enormous sum of 
$2,080,£34,865, whereas the national debt 
of Great Britain for 1900 was put down 
at only $3,104,509,1510. There has been in 
twenty years to 1000 an increase in the 
local "debt of $784,650,770, while at the 
same time there has been an actual de- 
crease in tho national debt of $653,420,- 
210. 


"It is no wonder that in his speech in 


Ihc house of commons introducing the 
budget last year Mr. Austen Chamberlain 
the chancellor of the 
exchequer, said: 


'Sooner or later it will be necessary to 
call a halt in this process of mortgag- 
ing the future. 
Despite the great suc- 


cess of the recent issue of tho London 
county council, there arc many signs that 
local authorities arc less welcome visi- : 


tants to the money market than was the 
case a few years ago. It is not tolerable 
that after they have spoiled the money 
market by their own large demands, lo- 
cal authorities should be in a position 
to force the state into the money mar- 
ket so spoiled.' " 


Public utilities can be conducted by 


municipalities provided business sagacity 
is displayed and the public protect itself 
against abuses by precautionary legisla- 
tion made enforceable by penal provis- 
ions if public officials fail to observe the 
laws. 
But this should be strictly con- 


fined to what are commonly known as 
utilities and private enterprises whieh re- 
quires no franchises severely let-alone. 
This is where in England, the thing has 
run mad and in this country should not 
be permitted. Under stress of great 
abuses committed by corporations the 
public mind becomes aroused, and in neg- 
lect of corporations to carry out their 
franchise terms and charters and failure 
of the law to conserve the just rights 
of citizens, which however citizens are to 
blame in the first instance for not seeing 
to it every proper safeguard was not in- 
serted in franchises and only a reasonable 
period allowed these franchises to oper- 
ate, arises the desires for municipally 
operated public utilities. Let our corpor- 
ations amend their ways if they would 
not increase the demand for public oper- 
ated 
telegraphs, 
telephones, 
traction 


lines, steam lines and electric and gas 
lighting plants. At the same time the 
people may take it to themselves that 
they have permitted the 
disregard of 


their rights, and luck of protection in 
franchises, and under gnise of public do- 
main rights allowed serious infringement 
upon their rights. 


THE H-BOORD-HERAI/D AMEND- 


MENT. 


The amendment proposed by the Chi- 


cago Record-Herald in the. form of an ad- 
dition ,to the. Esch-Townsend measure 
passed by tho lower house of congress 
last winter has received encouraging ap- 
proval of many newspapers and public 
men. This amendment proposes that in- 
stead of any declared new rate of the 
commission going 
into 
effect 
within 


thirty days, that to avoid the charge of 
injustice ugainst the roads of being com- 
pelled to accept such new rate until re- 
voked by the commission, that shippers 
continue to pay the old rate found un- 
fair or of rebate, until tfie courts finally 
declare which rate shall adhere. Hut to 
be fair to the shipper the railroad is to 
give each shipper or passenger with ship- 
ments or passage 
a. certificate setting 


forth the difference between the old rate 
being collected and the new rate declared 
by the commission. The road places this 
difference in some designated bank with 
interest sacrificed, and is thus held in 
escrow until decision by the courts. 
When matters are at 
last determined 


things arc adjusted as follows: 
If in 


favor of the shippers or passengers ns the 
case may be, the railroad must honor the 
certificate held for the amount and in- 
clude the interest to the date and the 
new rate continues then in force. 
If 


against the shipper or passenger the road 
is simply authorized to release the es- 
crow and it replaces its money back into 
its treasury. 


There is another factor, the man who 


pays the freight, and he too must be 
thoroughly protected, since there is no 
justice in 'A shipper recovering who has 
left the consignee to pay the freight. 
Therefore with every freight shipment 
not paid in advance, the one receiving 
should be handed over at once the cer- 
tificate marking the amount 
overpaid 


and bearing of course interest. 


The claim made by rail officials that 


the roads should not -be subjected to 
their rates being supervised and that in 
fact legislatures and congress possess no 
such power, is confronted by other 
opinions congress has this power and 
may of course exercise it. The point is 
made with others that the very author- 
ity which has given this right of emi- 
nent domain, the right to exist and do 
business as a corporation, may control at 
all points and may withdraw even this 
authority if unduly and improperly ex- 
ercised, or contrary to charter and fran- 
chise conditions. This original source of 
authority never in fact loses its control 
and may thus recall as by exercise of 
compelling fair rates, cessation of rebates 
and of any form of preferences. 
The 


policy of the exercise of a full rate rank- 
ing power as is not contemplated in the 
Esch-Townsend. measure is a matter of 
opinion, but the exercise of legislative 
and congressional right to supervise, to 
control, to insure fair rates, to stop im- 
proper rebates and preferences, to com- 
pel equal treatment to nil, is not a mat- 
ter for doubt as to expediency. 


A great majority of people will fnvor 


any equitable plan by whieh justice may 
be done, but the securing of absolute jus- 
tice as between one shipper and another 
and one passenger and another is impera- 
tive. Tho rebate direct, or in any con- 
cealed form, or through nny device by 
which unfairness is established, must in 
some process of law be terminated. Trade 
lines and manufacturing lines must bo 
perfectly free and upon equal terms in 
this country and every vestige of: trade 
conspiracy be dono away with. Every 
shipper and receiver of freight must be 
assured no other shipper or receiver of 
freight is getting any advantage in any 
wise. 


The .Record-Herald stands in the same 


position as hundreds of other papers and 
wants the fair thing 3one. It is not 
shrieking for capitalistic gore or seizing 
the railroads or howling for government 
ownership and management. It offers a 
reasonable solution of the difficulty, even 
ihough others add an amendment that 
the new rate be given immediate effect 
under the proposed certificate plan, and 
it is not thought the 
Record-Herald 


would stick at that, as if any rate is un- 
fair, is unfair when so declared.

DOTH ON THEIH. OWN MERITS. 
It has been suggested that some.of the 


millions expended upon the railroad mail 
service be taken and devoted instead to 
giving subsidies to ocean mail steamers. 
It is true this rail service is tremendous- 
ly paid and out of all proportion to the 
services rendered, but anj' attempt to re- 
duce the amounts paid will result in the 
most powerful lobby congress bos ever 
known being gathered to resist. 
Were 


the roads paid as are other people for 
services given the government, the pos 
tal service would bo much more than 
self sustaining, as at least a third of 
the postal revenues is paid over to the 
railroad mail service, and it may as well 
be understood that if ship subsidy is car- 
ried in any coming congress it will have 
to be by provision without in the least 
taking from the railroads. 


There is no question but 
what 
the 


charge is true that the amounts paid for 
land transportation of the mails is in 
fact an enormous subsidy, but it docs not 
follow that in consequence some of the 
millions should be passed over to another 
form of mail transportation. 
If this new 


form of .subsidy is to attain congressional 
sanction let it be because of the intrinsic 
value of such, and not because other 
forms of mail service are so largely over- 
paid. Because, one is overpaid it is no 
reason another form should be overpaid 
from the plunder if that be the best 
name for the excessive paid land trans- 
portation. 
The Republican party has 


charged itself over and over again 
for 


economy in the public service and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt the nominee of that party 
and elected by the largest popular ma- 
jority ever given any presidential can- 
didate, has expressed himself 'repeatedly 
in favor of that economy, which by the 
way must not be niggardness and parsi- 
mony, but paying fair market rates and 
no more for services than other people 


DRAIXAGK CAAAti CASE. 


The suit of the state of Missouri 


ngainst the state of Illinois in the, mat- 
ter of the Chicago drainage canal has 
dragged its slow length along, but the 
7,975 pages of 'printed testimony 
and 


court proceedings is at last before the 
United Stales supreme court, and the 
hearing upon 
the printed briefs will 


take place, very likely in the next term 
of the court. 


The contention of Missouri is this, that 


the state of Illinois gave authority for 
tho construction of the Chicago drain- 
age cannl and its operation, 
and that 


such canal emptying its volume of collect- 
ed sewage in the Mississippi river, that 
is Chicago sewage be it remembered, does 
so to the serious detriment of the health 
of the people of St. Louis, the drainage 
canal emptying into the Mississippi river 
a little above that city. 


The experts of the country have testi- 


fied upon both sides and Chicago claims 
to have proven conclusively that this 
sewage is BO diluted 
long before 
it 


reaches the Mississippi river, that in fact, 
the large volume of Lake Michigan wa- 
ter 
makes more healthy 
the water 


the St. Louis people consume. The con- 
tentions o£ both sides thus placed in the 
most effective form-is'before the court, 
but just ao much of the testimony the 
judges will be able to master, is not even 
estimated. Probably the court will do 


the best within its power and after all 
decide the question according to what the 
law in fact is. 


This law does not forbid cities located 


upon the banks of streams from empty- 
ing sewage into flowing etreama. Every 
large city on the rivers let their sewers 
boldly empty into the river and the cit- 
ies below receiving this diluted sewage do 
just the same thing, and the waters flow 
on by to other cities and towns, all using 
this river water. Thus common usage 
would alone prove the contention of Chi- 
cago. But if all this court proceeding 
could result in a formal decision that 
would oblige every 
municipality and 


town to destroy its sewage by cremation 
for instance, and forbid letting flow by 
means o'f collecting sewers into flowing 
streams navigable or not, it, beyond all 
question, would be a decision of incalcu- 
lable benefit to nearly every American 
citizen. 


WILL BE A "LAY JUDGE." 


A lot of editorial space has been wast- 


ed in commenting so approvingly of the 
reported 
action of James B. Dill the 


noted corporation lawyer of New Jer- 
sey in giving up his $300,000 practice to 
accept a position on the supreme court 
bench having but a salary of $3,000 at- 
tached. This noted attorney is the legal 
father so it is stated of scores of the 
most notorious trusts in the country and 
his reported taking up the judicial er- 
mine was that assumed, he might thus 
restore the balance of power. It was as- 
sumed that he .had seen the rise of his 
creations to positions of such command- 
ing power that the welfare of the people 
was not only serioxisly threatened, but 
that much had been taken from them, 
and as a jurist he might have opportuni- 
ties to remedy the devastation wrought. 


This wan all very pretty only' that 


later news corrected the first sent out. 
This latter was to the tenor that Mr. 
Dill did not have to give up any part 
of ;his corporation practice so highly lu- 
crative; that the judicial position in fact 
was nothing but what is termed a. "Lay 
Judge," and the salary as stated $3,000 
per year. This "Lay Judge" might be 
presumed to be something like a lay 
preacher, a judge and yet not a judge, 
probably to fill vacancies ns such will oc- 
cur at times or when judges make re- 
quests for substitutes. 


THEHF. WILL BE NO WAR. 


There ivill be no war between Norway 


and Sweden and those busy in predicting 
such have no warrant for tlieir guesses. 
Neither country desires war and besides, 
the respective armies that might TJOS- 
sibly be mobilized would be so nearly 
eqxiiil in numbers, :the thing would be 
foolish. War would .be a most unfortu- 
nate and a cruel thing between these two 
peoples and with time out of the present 
mixing up of things order'will ensue. It 
is not impossible later on the two coun- 
tries may not enter upon alliance be- 
tween each other, but providing for sep- 
arate governments. They are brave men 
theee Norwegians and Swedes and they 
are not to be rushed into bloody war on 
account of rival ambitions of any one, 
and that some sort of an alliance will be 
absolutely necessary is being impressed 
upon the mass of citizens of both na 
tions. It will be further necessary be- 
cause there is hardly any doubt when 
Russia is relieved from the great strain 
of fighting Japan it will turn its ntten 
tion to taking possession of the northern 
portions of both Sweden and Norway.

bureau of labor furnishes some figures

i800 to 1904. This is lower than that 
lithcrto claimed has been the case, but 
the labors of, tliis bureau have been thor- 


ough and derived from the actual facts. 
It is shown that of fifty-two articles, 
that is food products, that last yesr the 
prices of thirty-eight on this list were 
higher than wag the average price be- 
tween the years 1890 ana! 1899. Of sev- 
enty articles coming under the heading 
of clothing the average 
price between 


1890 and 1899 was 9.8 per cent lower than 
was the average price for 1004. On light- 
ing and fuel the average prices in the in- 
terval between 1S90 and to 1890 was 32.G 
per cent lover, than the average prices 
for last year.

RAILWAY CASUALTIES IN 1905. 
Chicago Daily News: 
A bulletin just 


issued by the interstate commerce com- 
mission presents some appalling statis- 
tics as to the fatalities resulting from 
railway accidents this year. During the 
first three months of 1005,. it is shown, 
232 persons were killed aud 2,713 injur- 
ed in accidents resulting from derail- 
ments or collisions,. The casualties due 
to other kinds of railway accidents bring 
the total number of victims up to 15,306, 
of whom 909 were killed and 14,397 in- 
jured. 


Had all these casualties occurred as 


the result of « single disaster like tho 
Iroquois fire or the sinking of the Slo- 
cum, an outcry of horrow and indigna- 
tion would go up from the entire coun- 
try. 
Because they were scattered over 


a period of three months and took place 
in different parts of the country, they 
ore accepted as a matter of course. Noth 
ing could show better how thoroughly 
accustomed the people of the 
United 


States hnve become to such disasters. It 
is true, that the greater part of the 909 
killed were trainmen, but that fact does 
not lessen the horror of such a loss of 
life, nov relieve the railways of their re- 
sponsibility. 


Improvements in railway service, par- 


ticularly in the matter of providing fa- 
cilities for faster travel, are coiumon. 
Evidently the improvements in safe- 
guards to human life do not keep pace 
with them. The reports of the'inter- 
state commerce commission have shown 
au annual increase in railway casualties 
from 25,838 in 1S88 to more than CO.OOO 
at the present time. It is true that there 
las been a concurrent increase in the 
lumber and length of tlic railway lines, 
Dut it is only fair to assume that there 
nust have been some advance in the sci- 
ence 
of railway management in 
the 


Meantime. The bare fact that of the ac- 
cidents taking place during the three 
months noted, 3,108 were due to colliu- 
oils or 
derailments—accidents 
that 


should be preventable—is suggestive. Is 
t not -tiniB that the government took 
steps to put an end to the managerial 
deficiencies which are responsible for thia 
horrible sacrifice of life?

Christian Schindeldccker, a butcher was 
murdered in his shop on a prominent 
business street. The body was literally 
hacked to pieces with a cleaver. For a 
time the police were at fault as to the 
perpetrator of the crime, but later sus- 
picion fell upon Gottschnlk and a young 
fellow named Joseph Hnrtmann. Gott- 
sehalk 
was arrested 
and 
strenuously 


maintained his innocence, declaring that 
if Hartmann were found he would be 
able to prove by him that he had noth- 
ing to do with the crime. On the day 
on which he was held to the grand jury, 
the body of Hartman, heavily weighted 
with iron was found in the Mississippi 
river near Fort Snelling. His skull 'had 
been crushed in with a pick used for 
breaking the ice for fishing. Gottsehalk 
was placed on. trial on the charge of 
murdering Hartmann, and when his case 
came tip in court, he astonished every- 
one by changing his plea of not guilty, 
and in open court confessing to 
the 


slaughter of Hartmann, claiming that he 
acted in self-defense. 
He denied having 


killed Schindeldecker, saying that he 
watched outside while' Hartmann mur- 
dered the butcher. .Since 
sentence or 


death was passed upon him Gottsehalk 
has made several attempts to either kill 
himself or break out of jail, but his at- 
tempts heretofore had been frustrated.

Expected to Beat Nanson'g Record And

NORTH SYDNEY, C. B., July in.— 


Capt. Bartlett, who is to take command 
of the steamer Roosevelt in the Peary 
Arctic expedition, has arrived here to 
await the arrival of the Roosevelt. Com- 
mander Peary is expected today. It is 
thought the Roosevelt will sail from here 
on Thursday. Capt. Bartlett says 
he 


hopes to pilot the Roosevelt to a point 
30 miles north of Etah to latitude S3, or 
to a point further north than any steam- 
er has previously reached, except the 
Fram, in which the Nansen expedition 
drifted to 84. 


Peary's first base will be at Etah,

and Kennedy channel.

When the machine was but a speck in 


the sky, balloon and aeroplane 
slowly 


parted company, and a cry of relief burst 
from the crowd ns the airship 
settled 


gently in the air, buoyed only by its own 
wings. 


"See what control he has," those who 


had witnessed former descents exclaimed. 
"Watch him direct the machine at his 
will." And to all appearances there was 
nothing in the course of the aeroplane 
to give alarm to the beholders. 


Suddenly n murmur of alarm came 


from those who were gazing at the air- 
ship, for almost without warning the de- 
vice refused to obey the guiding hand of 
the aeronaut, described a short circle, 
plunged to the left and nearly overturn- 
ed. 


Maloney could be seen struggling with 


the guido wires, but in an instant it was 
seen that his efforts were futile. The ma- 
chine trembled for a moment like a bird 
with a broken wing and then fell swiftly. 


BOTH WINGS ARE SNAPPED. 


One of the rear wings collapsed as the 


aeroplane gained added impetus, 
then , 


the mate snapped from its support and 
fluttered limp in the air. The 
front 


wings still remained outspread, 
and 


checked to n slight degree the swiftness 
of the descent. 


At the first sign of disaster the crowd 


broke into a wild scramble for the spot 
where it was thought the doomed aero- 
naut must fall. Scarcely 100 yards away 
the League of the Cross cadets, for whose 
benefit the ascension was given, were en- 
cnmped. Several cadets found Maloney 
lying limp and apparently lifeless among 
tiia broken remnants of the 
aeroplane. 


Tho rear part of the machine was smash- 
ed and splintered into a hundred pieces, 
but the front, wings, which had striven to 
save the daring rider from destruction, 
were still outspread beside him. 


TAKEN DYING FROM WRECK. 
From the wreck of the machine the dy- 


ing man was carried unconscious, but still 
breathing heavily. 
He did not regain 


consciousness. An examination 
proved 


that Maloney's neck was broken and his 
skull crushed by the. framework of the 
aeroplane. 
The bones of one leg also 


wore broken and he was injured inter- 
nally. 


Professor Montgomery, the inventor of 


the machine, directed the ascent *nd wit- 
nessed the accident, which canift as 
a, 


crushing blow to his hopes. 


The disaster was probably dua to tha 


guy rope catching one of the wings of tha 
aeroplane as ft was liberated and crush- 
ing it.

-lozcn men in the machine department, 
tcre he continued steadily for thirty-six 
years, a most trusted and exact machiu- | 
at, until he retired from active life a few 
years ago.
